Since April 1951 the rumor has been spreading in Ifukden that LIM Piao was 
killed in an air baabardment* However, the Chinese Communists repeatedly 
refer to him as though he were alive, reporting that he has "gone to Russia" 
or that "he is in command of the Volunteers." It is characteristic of the 
Ccsmmmist technique to try to camouflage a notable person s s death* As the 
people in China have not seen LEI Piao in public for 3ome time, there is 
speculation as to his whereabouts and the reason he was not chosen as a 
delegate for the cease-fire talks. 1 TEMG Hua, the Communist delegate for 
the cease-fire talks, holds no rank except his military position. 2 

LIN Piao suffered the loss of one leg and one arm in the bombing in Korea 
and was taken to the Peiping Union Medical clinic for treatment.
